“Because of the attitude and intelli- 
gence of the American people, Com 
munism can never become a reality 
in this country!” ‘This was the state- 
ment made here Monday by Philip O. 
Solon, Oakland attorney and official 
of the American Legion, in a talk be- 
fore the local Rotary Club. 

Solon pointed out that there are but 
1160 registered Communists in the 
State's entire population, with one- 
tenth of that number residing in Ala- 
meda County, He also told of the 
methods used in the distrubution of 
their literature and ways used dissem- 
inating the propaganda of their beliefs,

Of this 
number 48 arrests were made of per-

The total amount realized from fines 
and forfeitures was $469.50, the re- 
port discloses, 

Five burglaries were reported in the 
city during the month, with a total of

to the police. 

Four fictitious checks were issued 
amounting to $20.75, of which $16 was 
made good by the writers. Property 
worth $861 was recovered by the de- 
partment, as follows: one automobile, 
stolen and recovered here, value $400;
